Gasenoaces DECLARED NOT A LEGAL TENDEN 
--Un the 8d of Juue, the Supreme Court ot 
New York, in the cass of Lewis H. Meyer vs 
Jus J Roosevelt, decided greenbucks ure not u 
legal teudor. The deemon is printed at length, 
aud the tollowing are the conclusions: 

Cougrvss has no express power to make theve 
notes a legal tender for private debts, The 
power to coin money, regulate the value ol 
foreign and domestic coin, was confined iu 
terms and intent to coin, to metallic mouey.— 
Ir Cougi ens bas any power to pass a tender law 
for private debts, it is obtained from the clause 
to regulate the value of coin nsan incideut of 
the power to regulate, aud is contined to coin, 
to hurd money, or, as a learned judge terms it, 
‘constitutional money’. Congress has no 
right to make anything but money a legul 
teader for private debts, The law assumes to 
be bused upon that position, and therefore eu~ 
acta that these treuswy notes shall be ‘lawlul 
money.“ But they ure not lawlul muhey, being 
were promises to pay money. Noris this pro- 
vision valid us necessary and proper to execute 
any speolal power conferred upon Congress— 
Not necessary and proper to enuble Cougress to 
borrow money on the credit of the United 
States, as it certainly bas no ‘plata adaptation’ 
or ‘obvious relation’ us a meaus to that end. 
It is in no sense un borrowing money, but on its 
lude a mere atten pt to issue money,

* High priced stocks aro in much demand at this timo 
in this city; but undevelopod ledges are golng a-teg- 
ging. No one will tou h them, at any prico. They will 
hardly bring enough to pay for making out transfera.— 
Humboldt feet owners will do wen to giva this city s 
wide berth, unless they have tholr interest incorporated, 
and tunnel running, or shafts sinking on their ledges, 
* Sheba?’ ground selts roadily for $450, to 280, a share. 
Why isthis? Simply because they can show to pur- 
chasers the mineral. Is there a man in tho whole range 
ofthe Humboldt mountains that is willing to concede 
that the ‘Sheba’ ledgo is any better than hundreds of 
others chere is no doubt in the minds of San Franciseans 
in regard ta the ſuet. They admit it; but they say they 
wil not invest until the owners of ledges can show 
them the mineral, It fs also an admiited fact, by att 
that Y havo conversed with, that the Humboldt minea 
are unquestionably the richest and most extensivo yet 
explored. They can not understand u hy itis that parties 
interested in those mines do not develop them, instead 
of forcing them upon the market, to be hawked about 
the stréols for purchasers. There is this day, to speak 
withia bounds, miltfons of feet thrown upon the market. 
Parties are so confused by stock jobbers, running und 
racing after them from one end of Montgomery street 
to the other, to sell them feotin a thousand and ono 
locations, each Jabber urging the merits of the particular 
claim thst he wishes to sell fn with such portinacity, that 
they have become perfectly disgusted; and declino have 
Ing anything to do with avy hind of feet, unless they can 
be shown the fact, beyond controversy, that tho ledge 
or ledges are all right. Statements of interested parties, 
and streot brokers, do not go tar to convince men that 
have been bit before iv wild-cat ledges. Humboldters 
may Jost ax well understand it first ns Inst, that 20 sell 

feet they will have to develop thefrclifme, When that 
qs done the necessity of ronning off to find purchasers 
will be avolded. Parties will ron after them and pay 
thers living prices fer thelr interests. By proper and 
steadfast eforta of miners, Hamboldt county can be 
made, inside of threo yerrs, the center of mining inter- 
ests In Nevada Territory. I have ne doubt that onr 
Nevada member will miko application for the adar'sston 
of the Territory as a State st the next session of Con- 
gress, Win sho be admitted into the Confederacy? I 
have no doubt she will. Whero shall the Capital bo 
located !—that fs a question easy of solving in my mind. 
Shall it be in the Washoo countsy, orm the Humboldt 
country? Let these interested in Humboldt anawer.—

Considerable improvement in mining prospects, by 
comparative cessation of prospecting, Not so many 
peoplo packing and galloping out to now districts, More 
people quictly working at old claims, By advertise~ 
menta it will be seen that contractors are wanted; that 
atsesaments sre fovied,—delinquents pushed. All this 

speaks of business. People have quit basing thelr hopes 
on‘theammigration? Wator is getting very low in the 
creeks, but it is the opinion of old miners that sufficient 
Jor several mills will be brought to light by the tunnela 
in tho hills, There fa talk of organising a mill company 
with a mining stock capital, for the purpose of erceting 
a prospecting mill well up in tho canon. Many sro 
looking ta tha canals on tho river banks, to furnish 
motive power for mill purposes. If time is money any- 
where in tho world, it is so in the silver mines where 
large favestments of capital have beon made, It is 
money in the Humboldt mines; and it is monoy wasting: 
by the less of time. Tho canons are building up, it fs 
trne; but ipis asort of confidence business; tho thing 
yelled upon is not producing. Tho ledges ought to bu 
turning out bullion, instead of ewalluwing coin. But we 
must walt and hepe vet a little white.
